We have already compared the ancient and prefent 
ate of this Conttitution 5 we have fhewn what terrible 
rete the aflumed Jndependency of the Church upon the 
tate had on the Peoples Libertiess, when the /af 
Yeiation from its Doctrines was pronounced Herefy, 
: was made Capital: But as theie Severities 
nay be juftly {aid to be exercifed under Popery, we will 
wke a farther View, and-confider she Ecclefiaftical Part 
f the Conftitution, and tbe Principles and Spirit of 
he Clergy, and other Minifiers of the Gofpel, from 
he Reformation down to the Revolution ; from whence 
fhall immediately fee tbe Difference between thoie 
imes and the prefent : In which Examination and 
Defeription I fhall compliment #9 Party, (for I am of 
mt) bat honeftly lay down what appears, from 
Hifory, to be true, in purfuance of my grand Detign 
demonftrating the Preference of the modern to the 
antient Conftitution, in all Refpeéts, Ecclefiattical as 
well as Civil. 

Berore the Revolution, which was the ft Efta- 
Biijhment of Liberty in England, the Rights of Mankind 
were not underftood by Clergy or Laity. Moi of the 
Laity were Bigots in Church and State ; and, [ was 
going to fay, all the Clergy and Preachers of all Churches 
and Denominations, for tho* we reformed from Popery, 
we prefirved Popery: The very firit Reformers were 
ready to burn and be burnt for they could not tell 
what ; their Heads we returned round ; they had Zeal, 
but no Knowledge ; they lopped off a Foreign Eccle- 
fiaitical Tyranny, and fet up a Domedftick One: he 


dreadfully fought for Liberty, «who hewed Men to Pieces 
before the Lord, and overturned Church and State for 
Liberty, became the greateft Subverters of Liberty, and 
the moft complete Tyrants and Perfecutors. The Pre/- 
byterians, while they had Power, carried Spiritual Ty- 
ranny to an exceflive Height ; but the Independents were 
perfect Inquifitors, and would allow of xo Difference of 
Opinion, but called every Difference Herefy or Bla/- 
phemy, and threw about their aholefome Severities, as 
Solomon’s Madthan threw about Firebrands, Arrows, 
and Dea?h. 

THt Refloration put an End to this Sort of Bigots 
and Perfecutors, but raifed up another, who turned the 
Tables; and perfecuted their Perfecutors: They ob- 
tained Acts of Parliament againft them ; they whipped, 
pilloryed, and fined, and they filled Prifons and Dun- 
geons with poor honeft Difciples of Chrift, only be- 
caufe they followed their Coniciences, obeyed God, and 
bart no Man. 

Bur, whether am I going ? I have faid enough (all 
which every impartial Hiforian knows to be tue) to 
fhew, what Church Power was, and Churchmen too, of 
all Proteions and Denominations before Me Revolution ; 
and, one great Reafon was, that the Subje@ of religious 
and civil Liberty, had never been cooly and imparually 
examined: For, if fo wife and gooda Man as Dr. Tillot- 


fon could be-fo prodigioufly miitaken about the Nature 


of Craui? Power, as to deliver a Doftine, in his Letter 
to Lord Kufél, defrudive of all Liberty ; a Doétrine 
which /evellea all Governments, and which too was dia- 
metrically oppofite to the Spirit and Defign of all his 
Sermons, we fhall not wonder that other Men were 
miftaken : In that Letter, he fays, ‘* That the Law 
‘© which deciares, "TJis not lawful, UPON ANY PRE- 
‘© TENCE WHATEVER, fo take up Arms againft the 
&* King; and alfo another Law, which declares, The 
*& Power of the Militia to be folely in the King; tie up 
“« the Hands of Subjects, though the Law of Nature, 
‘© and the general Rulerof Scripture had left them at 
*¢ Liberty.” Good God! what a Doétrine is this! 
that a wicked and tyrannical Law,obtain'd by a proffitute 
Court from a proftitute Parliament, eftablifhing Slavery, 
and putting all Governments upon a Level, fhou!d tie 
up the Subjects Hands, tho’ the Law of Nature and 
Chriftianity had lett them at Liberty! and this too faid 
by a Man, who, thro’ all his Sermons, had made the 
Law of Nature or Reafen {uperior to and the Founda- 
tion of every thing, even Revelation itfelf, and who 
had reprefeated it as that divine, eternal and immutabe 
Law, by which every human Law, and every DoArine 
or Opinion was to be tried, whether true or falfe, from 
God, or not trom God ; yet now, (in the Cafe of that 
novle Lord, going immediately to iuffer for a ju/? Opi- 
nion never put into Practice) he gives up rhis Law, 
which is acknowledged by him certainly divine, to the 
moft iniquitous Law of the Land that ever was made in 
any Age or Country ! 


Coin was the fame, they only clipt it. Sour rigid-7obe— I have brought #his Jnflant of the Miftake of one of 


Calvin,with all his terrible Severity againft Popery,was 
«Papi at Geneva; and Cranmer, tho’ a Martyr to 
Proteitantifm, was a Papift in England ; they both burnt 
Men for Opinions which had no Relation to the Subftance 
of Religion ; they were both Perfecutors, and "twas only 
Geneva or Exglifh Popery, inftead of Romifb Popery. If 
we look into Queen Elizabeth's Reign, we fhall find 
great Cruelties on account of religious Opzaions, Garbs, 
Vefments, and other Trifles s and fome Browmifts and 
Anabaptif's hanged for Dottrines which were called 
or any other hard Name which 
their Perfecutors could invent. In King James I's 
Reign Diffnters were perfecuted, under the Name of 
Puritan; ; and during the Adminiltration of Archbifhop 
Laud, in Charles \’s Reign, 
Power were fo terribly felt, that it frightned Thoufands 
Families out of Norfalk, Suffolk, and other Parts, 
be i Exgland; where they went, and fell a 2 al 
ing in their Turns : for, about twenty Years after, 

the Independents, who fied from Perfecution here, turned 
the moft violent Church Tyrants 5 and among other nu- 
merousCruelties of their EcclefiafticalConfitution,vanith’ 
and upon Return banged, three or four Quakers, only for 
Preaching the pure Deé@rine of Jefus Chrift. After the 
vil Wars were ended, (the Confequences of which 
Were, the abolithing Epifcopacy, deftroying the 
Houfe of Lords, the King, and lait of all, she Parka- 
ment itfelf for Liberty) thofe very Men who thus 


the Severities of Church- / 


the beft Churchmen that ever was in the World, to 
fhew, how little Liberty had been examined, and how ill 
it was underflood and pradifed before the Revolution ; 
and that if this Eminent Divine and Excellent Morali/} 
lay under fuch ftrong Prejudices, with regard to civil 
Power, tis no wonder, that almoft all Divines, of all 
Churches, lay under as ftrong Prejudices in Favour of 
Ecelefiaftical Power, in the Exercife of which, they 
were more immediately concerned : But the Revolution, 
and the Liberty, confequent upon it, of examining all 
Opinions, hath gradually opened Peoples Eyes. If 
we look into the Hiftory of the Reign of K. William, 
we fhall find how difficult a Thing it was for the Clergy 
to get rid of their Prejudices about ‘Fure divino, Inde- 
vazable hereditary Right, and ab/olute paffive Obedience : 
What Diffinctions they were forced to invent, and what 
Hardfhips to undergo, before they could get the 
better of themfelves in relation to thefe abfurd and 
flavifh Doétrines. But Time and Examination, Read- 
ing and Converfation, (toall which they are open, as 
well as the Laity) have made great Alterations in their 
Opinions of Civil Power; and, I hope, in [their Opi- 
nions of Ecclefiaftical Power to ; for I know one large 
County in England where almoft half the Clergy have 
entertained juft Notions of Liberty in Church and Staie. 
Many of them are come fincerely and heartily into 
the Tileratiod; and'if they would come as fincerely and 
heartily into the Rémoval of all Civil Incapicitiesgn Ag-

count Of Opinions or s’radices merely rebgious,) which I 
think would do great. Service to she easi ee could 
not pofiibly hurt the Church,) they would come as far 
into Liberty as all reafonable Men, or Truk oLp 

W w1Gs ever expected or defired. . 

They act well, in many Places, in their Ciwi/ Capa- 
city; and, iffome of them would aét ill in their Fc- 
clefiaftical Capacity, they are reftrained ; for nejther Pro- 
teftant Diffenters from their Church; no, nor Diffenters 
or 4b s from all Churches, Free-Thinkers and Infi- 
dels, feel any Church-power : They are eafy and undi- 
fturbed‘ and don’t know there is a Church or a Cher- 
gyman in the Kingdom, but when they accidently fee 
the one with a Steeple to it, or meet the other in the 
Streets, or a Coffee-houfe. Not fo in Scotéand; there 
they are very buly with priwate Perfoms and in Families ; 
but, upon my Confcience, I thinks the Eagle Clergy 
are the leaft troublefome to the People of any Clergy 
in the Chriitian World ; and therefore, I love them 5 
they are Gentlemen as well as Scholars, and underitand 
Mex as well as Books. 

To conclude, at prefent; I have now confidered the 
State of our Conititution,; Civil and Ecclefiaftical, be- 
fore and fince the Revolution, and the Privciples of 
the Clergy too; and fhewn the great Advantages 
accruing to the People by that reafonable and necefary 
Refifance made to the arbitrary Exercife of Power, by 
King James, in manifelt Violation of our Laws and 
Liberties. 

Tue Conftitution, in Ciwi/ Affairs, is improved in 
every Point, and, im Ecciefaftical Afiairs, in the great 
and important ones ; I with, I could fay, in every one. 
The great and important Point of all, is the Change 
from an Independ.n:y to a Dependengy of the Ecclefafical 
upon the Ciei/ Powers, which, by Degrees, will draw 
all others after it ; no A& of Power can be exerted by 
the Church, but what is an Act of Law. ‘There lies 
our great Security, for our Legiflature underftand Li- 
berty fo well, and have it fo much at Heart, that we 
are not in the leaft Danger of Leyal Compliances in Fa- 
vour of Church exorbitant Claims. Some Church- 
men may claim Powers inconfiftent with the Liberties of 
the Subjeét, the Rights of the Crown, and the Good of 
Mankind, but they can only claim ; there ovr Happi- 
nefs. We have no reafon to fear any thing from the 
unreafonable Pretenfes or Claims of a few Men; ner 
are we to charge the C/ergy with their Errors ; for, I 
fay, they are very much changed in their political and 
religious Principles fince tie Revolation : So changed, 
that I believe, I may fay,with Truth,that there are now 
twenty Clergymen in the Intereft of Liberty to one i 
the laft Century ; and I think the fame of the Difontersy 
who, though they mingled with the o/d Whigs heretos 
fore, on Account of Civil Liberty, which they wanted, 
yet were as great Bigots in Religion as any Set of 
Churchmen in the World ; but they are changed, and 
that Change is owing alfo to the Revolution, and | 
the Liberty of examining all Opinions and all Do4rines 
confequent upon that happy and glorious Event. 

Tuvs have I freely delivered my Sentiments upon 
Men and Things, as they regard the Felicity of the 
Nation; I think them all true, and am very fure to 
have all the Unprejudiced and Impartial Men on my 
Side. Let the Bigots of all Perfwations,——

Vefterday arrived a Mail from Holland. 
Petersburg, Now. 9. 


N Expvefs from Perfia brings Advice, that Kouli- 
Kan, after having fubdued all! Georgia, and 
left a confiderable Body of Troops to block up Er- 
rivan, marched with the reft of his Army to befiege 
the Fortrefs of Curs, an old Fortrefs of the Turks, 
which, when he has once maftered, he will bein a 
Condition to lay a great. Part of Natolia under Con- 
tribution. General Wiesbach, whe was faid to be 
killed in a Skirmish with the Tartars, died a Natural 
Dead, We hear that the Generals Lewontin, Brigni, 
and Hain, are in full march with an Army of 60,000 
Meu towards Crim Tartary, and that they have al- 
ready pafied the River of Samara. 
Goite, Nev. 16. The Imperialifts, who are march- 
ing to the Numbes of 17000 Men, in three Columns, 
thro’ the State of Venice, towards the Ferrarefe and 
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‘the Mantuan, mect with no Oppofiion. There is 
Advice from Turin, that the King of Sardinia has re- 
folved to add 10,000 Men to his ‘Troops, and to take 
alfo 5006 Swifs into his Day. 

Vertta, Nov. 16. The French Troops are fill 
drawing towards the Mincio. ‘The Marfhal de No- 
 gilles is gone to take his Quarters at Caffal-Major, on 
the Po, near the Parmafan, and the principal Bodies 
of the Army of France are to go to rendezvouze near 
that River. »Marthai has caufed all the Cannon 
to be withdrawn from the feveral Poits along the 
Adige. The Officers were impatient for the Expi- 
ration of the three Days, when the General gave 
them Hopes that he would let them know the News 
that was brought him by an extraordinary Courter 
from Paris; but he has fince declared, in exprefs 
Terms, That in Point of Decorum he ought to wait 
- for frefh Orders. ‘The Sufpenfion of Arms is not yet 
publifhed in this Country, neither on the Part of the 
french nor the Imperialifts, yet tis certain that there 
has been a tacit Agreement for one, and chat the Ge- 
netals of the two Armies have concerted the proper 
Regulations. And "tis faid that the Marfhal de No- 
ailles, and the Count de Khevenhuller, the “General 
of the Imperial Forces, have written very civil Letters 
to each other upon this Head. A Copy is handed 
«bout of one of thefe Epiftles, in which ‘tis faid, 77// 
more particular Orders arrive, with regard to the reci- 
procal Publications, it will not be improper that each of 
us make certain Regulations, that the Parties may not 
fall foul on one another, and ruin each other without any 
Necefity. One thing to which Perfons of Reflexion 
are very attentive, is, that the Troops of France, fince 
they abandoned the Banks of the Adige, have not made 
any general or particular Forage on either Side of that 
River, nor committed any Spoil, as they are authorifed 
to do by the Laws of War, _ , a Places where 
the Enemy is like to come after them. As a Confe- 
fequence of this mutual Civility betwixt the French 
and German Officers, a Certain Quantity of Provifions 
goes into-Mantaa every Day with Paffports from the 
Martha! de Noailles ; but the Spanith General the 
TDitke de Montemar does not think fit to grant one, 
and iz doing all he can think of to prevent the Return 
of dhe Imperial Troops into the Mantuan. “Twas with 
this View that he went laft to Carpi im the Veronefe, 
and that he has a Defign to extend a large Body of 
Spanifh ‘Troops from that Place to Gaflolengo, im order 
to ftop the Paflage of the Adige in any Part of the 
Veronefe. The German Huflars have feized a great 
Quantity of Corn, which fome Jews of Rovigo had 
aflembled for the Troops of the Three Crowns. The 
Imperial Troops begin to arrive in this Neighbour- 
hood, and fome of their Officers are come to this 
’ Citys Their Defign feems to be to force the Paffage 
of the Po thro’ the Ferrarefe, in order to penetrate 
into the Mantuan ; and we hear that they have a great 
Train of Artillery with them ; but the Duke de Mon- 
temar fufpecting it, is gone to Rovero and Mirandola, 
to put thofe Places in a State of Defence. 

Leghorn, Nov. 8. "Tis believed, that Don Carlos 
will fhortly come to Florerfce in his Way to Parma. 
An Englifh Ship from Admiral Norris’s Fleet at Lis- 
bon, is arrived here, and has put om Shore, both here 
and at Genoa, to the Value of a Million of Crufadoes, 
which are to be remitted by certain Bankers of both 
Places to another Country, and which we are afflured 
is a Loan to the Emperor from the King of Portugal. 

The Refufal of the Senate of Genoa, to ratify the 
Armittice with the Malecontents of Corfica, has exaf- 
perated them to the lait Degree, infomuch, that they 
make more Excurfions than ever, and have refolved to 
give the Genoefe no Quarter. ‘They come in Troops 
to the very Gates of Baltia, and have quite rained the 
neighbouring Country, and carried of all the Cattle : 
But M. Rivarola, one of the Commiffioners fent over 
to that Ifland by the Republic, is fo popular a Man 
there, that it is hoped the Malecontents will net refufe 
to treat with him. 

According to Letters from Rome, the Spanifh Am- 
baffador and the Cardinal Acquaviva, have declared to 
the Pope, that his Catholick Majeity will not admit the 
Apoitolical Nnncio at his Court, unlefs his Holinefs 
awill difpatch a new Brief to the Infante Don Lewis 
for the Bithoprick of Toledo, and therein leave out 
the following Claufe inferted in the old one, viz. 
* That the Pope referves it to himfelf, to confirm the 
* {aid Prince in the Bifaprick of Toledo, when after 
* an Examination, conformable to the Rules of the 
“* Canon, the faid Prince thall appear to have the ne- 
* ceflary Qualifications for enjoying that Dignity. 

Vienna, Nov. 16. ‘The Emperor has declared, that 
he will explain himielf next Year, concerning the Prin- 
ces towhom he will marry the Archduchefles his Dauch- 
ters. We are affured, that his Imperial Majefty is fo 


Well fatisfied with the Services performed by his Am- 
baflador the Count d’Ulfeldt at the Hague, that he has 
refolved to appoint him one of his Plenipotentiaries at 
the enfiiing Congrefs. The Report that M. de la 
Beaume, was returned hither from the Court of France 
is groundlefs, but there is another Minitler arrived from 
thence in his Room, who we are aflured is itill here 
Incog. 
- the Gazette of Utrecht, dated the zoth Inflant, 
N.S. there is an Article from Paris, which has the fal- 
lowing remarkable Paragraph. 

‘ The Court is furprifed to the laft Degree, at the
